One-fourth the time 
now devoted to dusting operations 
with hand or mule power machinery 
can easily be saved farmers using air- 
planes for the work. 

“Another commendable feature is 
that cotton fields may be dusted with 
airplanes immediately following rains, 
which make the soil too soggy to 
permit the use of power or hand ma-

Tragedies Depressing. 

This eeries of tragedies slowly de- 
pressed Mrs. Harding, though she 
fought them off with her courage and 
pluck, But her epirit as well as her 
frail body began to give under the 
strain and she weakened gradually 
for the last few weeks and finally, 
in a recurrence of her former kidney 
Fagen with other complications, she 
ied. 

Her early life, as well as her later 
life, was shadowed by personal trou- 
ble. Her father, Amos Kling, the 
richest and most powerful man in 
Marion eounty, wanted a son to car- 
ry on his affairs.

He trained her in busi- 
ness affairs and she in iater years 
was circulation manager on the Mar- 
ion Star. As she neared her twenties, 
she married Henry De Wolfe, a 
dashing, captivating youth. But the 
marriage was an unhappy one and 
Mrs. Harding obtained a divorce 


Marshall De Wolfe.. He grew to 

manhood and died of tuberculosis a 

few years ago. leaving two children. 
Was An Elopement. 


Soon after Mrs. Harding’s divorce, 
she met Warren Harding, then a 
er, at a dance in Marion. They be- 
came engaged, but Mrs. Harding’s 
father bitterly opposed the match. 
The young folks eloped and for years 
Amos Kling would not speak to 
young Harding, though they later be- 
came reconciled and were on the best 
of terms. 

Mrs. Harding took a passionate in- 
terest in her husband's political ca- 
reer. Many of their friends believed 
it was largely due to her that Mr. 
Harding kept in the game, for at one 
time, after his defeat for the gover- 
norship, he was much depressed and 
wanted to leave the state. When 
Harding went to Washington as a 
senator, Mrs. Harding formed many 
friendships and soon her home was a 
center of a lively group. During the

ple as he did. Often during the front 
porch days when Harding was en- 
gaged in political conferences, Mrs. 
Harding took up her post on the front 
porch and shook hands with the hun- 
dreds of tourists who came through 
Marion every day.

WAS BORN AT MARION, 

Amos Kling wanted a son. A daugh- 
ter was born to him. Nothing daunted, 
Kling decided to train the daughter 
as he would have trained a son, so 
that she would be equipped to assume 
the business responsibilities of his 
banking and other interests. 

The daughter, Florence, displayed 
vest and aptitude for business. In 
later life, when she became the wife 
of Warren Harding, then a struggling 
small-town newspaper publisher, this 
business training was to stand her in 
good stead. 

The future Mrs. Harding was born 
in Marion. Ohio, on August 15, 1860. 
On her father’s side, her ancestry was 
sturdy “Pennsylvania Dutch,” while 
her mother, Louisa M. Bouton, was of 
French descent.

Met at a Dance. 


Florence Kling first met Warren 
Harding at a dance in the eighties. De- 
spite the strenuous objections of her 
father, Harding began an ardent court- 
ship. Kling told his daughter that the 
struggling young publislier of The 
Morning Star had no future and 
would “never amount to anything.”

For 14 years. she 
worked in the “Star” office, mappinz 
out carrier routes and organizing 
squads of “newsies.”” She ruled them 
with a firm hand. No reunion on the 
“front porch” during the campaign 
days of 1920 were more appealing 
than when a score or more of Mrs. 
Harding’s former charges, now pros- 
perous business men, returned to pay 
homage to her and her husband.

“Many of the most valuable of south- 
ern books have been bought by portb- 
ern universities, particularly by the} 
University of Chicago and the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin,” the letter read. 
“Several years ago Professor Dodd tald 
me that he had a yearly allowance of 
$1,500 with which to buy southern 
books. 

Many of the most valuable of thes» 
books are out of print and are rare. 
Last year I found in the Harvard 
library a collection of southern books 
that would be regarded as a priceless 
treasure in any southern institution. 
It seems most mnfortunate that pov- 
erty prevents our own institutions 
from acquiring such collections as 


these. 
Plan History Chair. 

In reference to the subject of 
southern history, the Tennessee dele- 
gation declared that progress is be- 
ing made toward establishing an en- 
dowed chair of southern history at 
Peabody college in Nashville. Mrs. 
Livingston Rowe Schuyler, past pres- 
ident general, brought before the con- 
velition the subject of an endowed 
university prize for Confederate es- 
says. At the present time, the com- 
mittee is building an endowment of 
$10,000, the interest of which is to 
be devoted to prizes to encourage re- 
search and other work in the field of 
southern history. The committee rec- 


terest accruing on this fund at the 
present time be soeel to help com- 
plete the endowment. 

“This endowment fund can be used 
to bring about a very definite increase 
in material on southern history and 
may be expanded in the course of 
time to such an extent that it will 
encourage the young atudent to delve 
into the history of the south,” Mrs, 
Schuyler declared. 

The report was followed by a eall 
for subscriptions to the fund and 
$735 was pledged.

A normal healthy infant sleeps 
from 20 to 22 hours out cf 24 in the 
first few weeks of life, waking only 
from hunger, pain, cold or wet. A 
baby a year old should have the sleep 
ration in three portions, the main 
part at night, but in addition a fore- 
noon nap and an afternoon nap, each 
nap about 1 1-2 hours in duration. 

The daily nap habit should be care- 
fully inenleated by the mother when 
the infant is voung, and at least the 
afternoon nap should be adhered to 
until the child is old enough to en- 
ter school. For a child 3 years of 
age an afternoon nap of from half 
an hour to an hour is usnally suffi- 
cient. Another habit whicn the wise 
mother endeavors to establish is the 
habit of going to bedy at night with- 
out any ceremony. At bedy time let 
the child be undressed, perhaps bath- 
ed, put in nighty and tucked in bedy, 
in a quiet room without a lamp, and 
nuff sed. Neurotic, neuropathic, 
miserable, unhappy and wndeserving 
of sympathy is the household where 
hed time is a thing dreaded by all 
hands.

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‘SCHOOLS’ NEEDS 


The crying needg of Atlanta's 
school eystem, followed by a reitera- 
tion of his prediction that the only 
feasible solution lies in merging af 


city and county schools, were told by 
John T. Hancoekx, president of the 
board of education, in an acdress Fri- 
day at the weekly meeting of the City 
club, held at the Piedmont hotel. 

“With one body directing both city 
and county school systema, wonderful 
results could be obtained,” Mr. Han- 
cock said. “Everyone realizes that 
conditions cannot continue as they 
are, and with city and county sys- 
tems united in a great metropolitan 
district, both «ystems would be bene- 
fited greatly.” 

Mr. Hancock outlined the evolu- 
tion and reorganization of Atlanta's 
school department during the past 
few years. In 1918, he said, the 
school department was under control 
of city eouncil. From 1918 until 
1922, the system was controlled by a 
board of education elected by the 
people, on which the mayor and chair- 
man of the school committee of coun- 
ceil served as ex-officio members. In 
1922, the present system was adopted 
and the department is now under a 
school board elected by the people, 
while funds are furnished by council. 

“Since 1920, the school population 
has doubled,” Mr. Hancock said, “and 
we now have more than 50,000 stu- 
dents in daily attendance. By the 
close of school, that figure probably 
will mount to 5,000, as compared 
with 48,000 last year. 

“However, our income has not in- 
creased in proportion, and whether or 
not the children are in daily atten- 
dance, we must provide seats and 
teachers for all students enrolled. 
The board of education has suffered 
great hardships by having been forced 
to build new sehools from - current 
revenues, but those schoola were ab- 
solutely necessary in ordes to house 
the increased number of .students.” 

The situation next year will he 
even worse, he stated, as there will 
be more than 1.000 boys seeking ad- 
mittance to senior high schools next 
fall. Mr. Hancock said the problem 
will be equally as bad regarding 
junior high schools, and that. ele- 
mentary schocls, judging Ly the in- 
ereased attendance during the past 
few years, will be even more crowded 
than this year.

LEGALITY OF TAX 
ON BARBER SHOPS 
UPHELD BY COURT 


The state occupation tax, which im- 
poses a tax of $10 on all barber shops 
equipped with two chairs or less, and 
$5 additional for each additional 
chair, was held to be constitutional in 
a decision handed down Friday by the 
state supreme court, in the case of 
Price and others against W. S. Rich- 
ardson, tax collector of Fulton coun- 


ty and William A. Wright, comptrol- 
ler general. 

The case was appealed from Judge 
Humphries’ division of the Futlon su- 
perior court. The plaintiff contended 
that, inasmuch as the tax compelled 
the barber with only one chair to 
pay as much as the barber with two 
chairs, the tax was discriminatory and, 
therefore, unconstitutional. The low- 
er court held that the legislature is 
entirely within its rights in classify- 
ing and subclassifying occupations for 
the purposes of special taxation.

Non-Partisan. 

“The attainment of this object de- 
mands that the non-partisan political 
campaign committee created during 
the recent national presidential and 
congregational campaign be main- 
tained on a permanent basis, instruct- 
ed to carry on their work = con- 
tinuously. 

“It is, therefore, recommended that 
our national nonpartisan political 
cumpaign committee be chaggel with 
the duties of carrying out this sug- 
gested procedure.” 

The report embodied a number of 
cther specific recommendatiops for 

» ‘imereased and broadened activity in 
tiie future,” including particular at- 
‘ention to the political organization 
of 'women in the trade-union move- 
ment, and a plan whereby forward- 
looking groups composed of persons 
who afe not trade unionists may be 
enlisted in labor's nonpartisar po- 
iit’eal campaigns.”
